It is in the export figures that the 
marked increase which is reflected 
in the grand total is found.

Charles Stewart, minister of the 
interior, arrived in Edmonton Wed- 
nesday.

CRERAR MAY RESIGN 
FROM PROGRESSIVE 
LEADERSHIP 


Place in "Cabinet Is Open to Him, But 
As a Liberal 


Out of the mass -of speculation 
which ‘has been indulged in both east 
and west, regarding the possibility of 
a fusion between the Liberal and Pro- 
gressive ' parties,_ and the future 
coursg of Hon. T. A. Crerar, the fol- 
lowing features emerge which appear 
to be facts; or founded on fact: A 
conference of the Progressive party 
et al will be held at Winnipeg at an 
early date, at .which the future of 
the party will be considered; and Mr. 
Crerar will either resign the leader- 
ship or offer to do so. This much is 
practically admitted ‘by those closely 
conected with the party here. 

Rumor Not Justified 

With regard to the matters of a 
fusion with the Liberal party, the 
statement has been made. repeatedly 
within recent weeks that Premier 
King and the Progressives leader are 
“dickering” with a view to some form 
of unison or alliance. There is noth- 
ing substantive to justify this rumor, 
or the belief that the position. of the 
Liberal leader is any. different from 
what it has been ever since taking 
officé, when he offered the Progres- 
sives representation in the cabinet 
But as Liberals not as Progressives. 
If Mr. Crerar or one or two- other 
leading members of the Progressive 
party were prepared to enter on that 
basis, it is probable that the door 
would still be open to them; but there 
are many. in the Liberal party. who 
believe that the proper tactics to 
pursue is to.leave things as they are, 
trusting to a continued measure of 
support from the Progressives in the 
house, which will ensure the govern- 
ment a working majority, and which 
they have good reason to believe 
will be always forthcoming. 

Would Offer Fusion - 

Anything more than that, the gov- 
ernment does not now hope for, prob- 

ably does not desire, and it is not 
it ely to receive. The Progressives 
of ‘Alberta, particularly, would oppose 
any fusioin, and they would receive 
support in this attitude from many 
of the party from other provinces, so 
that about all that an active move 
towards fusion would effect would be 
to split up the Progressives in ‘the 
west. 

Liberal tacticians declare this is 
not desirable, as it would eventually 
tend to strengthen the Conservative 
opposition and release Mr. Meighen 
and his followers from the difficult 
ponies they now occupy of being 

etween, and subject to, two fires, 
which can be and hitherto always 
have been, combined and concentrat- 
ed in emergency. 

Many .Might “Come Home” 

The bréaking up of the Progres- 
sive party would, in the opinion of 
the Conservative leaders, release 
many former Conservatives from its 
ranks. who would undoubtedly re- 
turn to.their old allegiance, and for 
this reason they would welcome the 
formation of an actual fusion be- 
tween the other two parties. 

There are a number of men in the. 
Progressive party in parliamentwho 
are openly known to be ready for an 
alliance, but they are a minority of 
the party.

THE GOVERNMENT REBUKED 


So flagrant has been the Govern- 
ment’s procedure in making places 
for political friends—not alone in the 
civil service, or even the judiciary, 
but on public bodies in which it 
holds the gift of office—that news- 
papers prone to be friendly toward 
-a Liberal administration are moved 
to openly rebuke. Brantford Exrosi- 
tor (Ind. Liberal) refers to dismissal 
of Sir William Hearst from the Inter- 
national Joint High Commission, and 
to the dismissal of harbor commis- 
sionenrs at Hamilton. It says, edi- 
torially: 

“The King Government will need 
to give heed to its ways or at will 
place itself in a position where it 
will be deservedly criticized for re- 
verting to the principles of the spoils 
system, which has been so strongly 
condemned of jate years in Canada. 
It added no strength or prestige to 
itself when it dismissed such a cap- 
able and exemplary public servant as 
Sir William Hearst from the’ Inter- 
national Joint High Commission. This 
act was viewed by the dndependent 
public as a reversion to a type of 
politics that was supposed to have 
peen brought toan end when the pat- 
sonage system was abolished under 
tthe regime of the Union government.” 

As to Hamiltén Harbor Commis 
sion, the editor adds: 

“One of the latest acts to call for 
censure is the dismissal of the two 
harbor commissfoners of Hamilton, 
appointed by the federal government. 
The third member, appointed by the 


city, declares his intention of resign- 
fing, as a protest against the Injus- 
tice of the action. The criticism in 
this case {s well merited.” 

According to both Hamilton pap- 
ers, there was nothing to justify the 
curt dismissal of the commissioners. 
Guelph Herald comments: “ “Liberals 
uber alle’ could well be the motto 
hung out by the powers that be, an 
unfortunate relegation to “old-time 
methods that it was hoped Canada 
had ontlived.”

SUPPORT YOUR HOME TOWN 


Catalogue houses are busy the last 
few weeks sending out -their printed 
literature to get people interested in 
thefr goods so as to get them to send 
in orders. Too often the descriptions 
are misleading, which a local mer- 
chant, cannot do as he !s here right 
along and must back up the goods. 
There is a lot in going after business, 
however, and that is where the out- 
siders often have the advantage over 
the local man. A farmer sizes up the 
situation well as follows: 

Personally I believe a family should 
trade wherever it can do the best, 
and in the long run I believe a fam- 
ily can do better by trading regularly 
at home, but there’ is one phase of 
the city buying habit that we farmers 
ought to consider. Most of our 
troubles come from the city. . Few, 
if any, of the troubles of the nation 
have their risé and origin in the 
country. Practically all of them 
come from the centres of population. 
It {s country money that has built up 
the great city catalogue houses and 
the catalogue houses are simply one 
of the Jarge business institutions 
dominating our country which have 
their locations in the big cities. The 
farmers of the country have built up 
these catalogue houses and _ thereby 
helped to secure the business enter- 
prise of the nation in the larger 
cities. It is to our interests to have 
the small towns built up—not the big 
cities. No greater calamity could 
come tg us as farmers trying to build 
up our rural market centres than to 
have the big cities kill off the villages 
where we want our marketing enter- 
prises established. Of course it fol- 
lows that country merchants must de- 
liver the goods at reasonable prices 
andthis most of them do. That be- 
ing the case, it is to our local inter- 
ests, I believe, to build up business in 
our feme towns rather than in the 
big cities,—Ex.

ALBERTA CREAMARY BUTTER 


There are five centralized creatn- 
eries in Edmonton drawing cream 
from all parts of the province touched 
by the railways from Red Deer North. 
They are; The E.C.D. (said to have 
the Jargest output in Canada), the 
Woodland, the Swift Canadian Co., 
the P. Burns CGo., and the United 
‘Creameries. Besides the Wdmonton 
creameries there are a ftumber of 
local creameries, some co-operative, 
some the result of private enterprise 
and some subsidiaries of the central- 
ized cyeameries. At Ryley and Vik- 
{ng the local creameries are co-oper- 
ative. At Tofield, Wainwright, La- 
combe, Red Deer (two at Red Deer), 
St. Paul de iMetis, Bentley, Rimbey, 
and at VaJjhajla, in the northwestern 
section of the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict, they are lo¢al enterprises. At 
Wetaskiwin, Daysland, Vermifion, 
Grande Prairie and ‘PeaceRiver are 
subsidiaries of theE.C.D. “At Cam- 
rose the Central Creameries Co. has 
a@ creamery, and at Ponoka there is a 
ceramery undey joint control. 

New local creamerjes are being 
built at Kitscoty, Westiock and Moni- 
tor by the E-C.D., by the P. Burns (o. 
at Mannville, and by the Wainwright 
company at Irma. 

At Wetaskiwin and Vermilion it 1s 
estimated that during the height of 
the milkinng season, the mijk checks 
at each of these two points amount 
to $1000 a day. ; 

Of 12 million pounds of creamery 
butter made in Alberta during the 
past year, it is estimated that 65 per 
cent. was made in the country  ex- 
tending north from and_ including 
Red Deer. .At an average estimated 
value of 40 cents a pound, the 
creamery butter product north of 
Red Deer would be worth over three 
and a half millfon dollars. 

Eggs and poultry are handled at thy 
milk recefving stations, and paid f 7 
by check. Hitherto there has ben 
a market in British Columbia for, the 
surplus eggs and poultry of Alberta, 
but the home production has ,increas- 
ed so ‘much in that province-that the 
market for the Alberta product is 
practically closed for all classes of 
poultry except turkeys, 
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, Issued by Publicity Commissioner, 
- Government Buildings, Edmonton. : 


Work of Alberta Provincial Police. 

The annualreport of the Alberta 
Provincial Police for the year 1921, 
recently published, contains much 
valuable information relative to the 
activities of the body. 

The strength of the force as at the 
end of December, was 9‘o cers, 176 


‘non-commissioned officers and men, 


65 horses, 16 automobiles, 2° power 
boats, 7 bloodhounds, 

In criminal ‘offences there ~ were: 
6851 cases entered, 123 awaiting 
trial, with 5719 convictions obtained, 
giving a percentage of 85 in convic- 
tions. . 

The total “number of _prisoners 
handled by the force during ithe: year 
Was 3,491. * 

The number of cases against wom- 
en was 81, an increase on the pre- 
vious year. Thirty-four convictions 
were obtained... Forty were either 
witlidraw nor dismissed, and there 
werg seven awaiting ‘trial. 

Offeices against property, ordin- 
ary thefts, accounts for 600 cases en- 
tered, against 624 in 1920, a decrease 

f 24 cases. Four hundred and forty- 
four convictions were obtained, 130 
cases were withdrawn or dismissed, 
and there were 26 awaiting trial. 

There were 83 cases of horse and 
cattle stealing, entered this yaer, 40- 
convictions obtained, eight cases dis- 
missed, and six important cases await- 
ing trial, an increase of four cases on 
1920. 

During the year ‘the force handled 
281 insane persons—91 females and 
190 males, 

There were 1362 cases entered un- 
der the Liquor Act, and 1,266 convic- 
tions obtained, 95 dismissals and 
withdrawals, and one caSe awaiting 
trial. The special liquor scout ac- 
counted for 291 cases, obtaining 264 
convictions, 1071 cases were handled 
by the uniform members of the force, 
and 1002 convictions obtained. This 
shows a decrease of 177 cases handled 
by this force as compared with 1920. 
The decrease is due to the fact that 
after February, 1921, the different 
city police bodies handled the 
Liquor Act cases in the cities. 


Schools of masters Open October 
31st 


The Agricultural . Schools of this 
province will ‘be opened for the win- 
ter course on October 31st. The en- 
rollment of pupils is progressing, and 
it is expected that there will be an 
increase in attendance over 1921. On 
the 17th and 18th the principals of 
the different schools, Mr. S. H. Gan- 
dier, of Vermilion, Mr. F. S. Grisdale, 
of Olds, Mr. J, C. Hooper, of Clares- 
holm, and Mr. O. S. Longman, of 
Raymond, were in Bauer and at- 
tended a conference which the 
work of the EE AA the plans 
for the winter session were discussed 
with departmental officials. Mr. H. 
A. Craig, Deputy Minister of Agricul. 
ture, and Mr. J. Ross, Deputy “Minis- 
ter of Education, attended the meet- 
ing. 


School Fairs for 1923 

An important conference of officials 
of the Department of Agriculture and 
the Department of Education, inter- 
ested in the work of the Alberta 
School Fairs, was held in the govern- 
ment buildings on Tuesday. The 
school fair movement has _ become 
very poular, and very substantial 
success attended this year’sfairs. The 
conference discussed ways and means 
for improvements. There is complete 
co-operation between the two depart- 
ments in encouraging expansion along 
the lines of education which is 
brought into prominence through the 
activities of the schools fairs. The 
prize lists and circulars regarding the 
1923 fairs will be issued and put in 
circulation before the end of the 
present year. 


Fream on Utilities Board 

Since the death of John Stocks in 
1917, there has been no apointments 
made to fill his place on the Public 
Utilities Board until this week, when 
E. J. Fream, drought relief commis- 
sioner, received the appointment, and 
will assume his duties on December 
Ist. 

Mr. Fream came to Athetia from 
Gloucester City, England, thirty 
years ago, and located in Innisfail. 
He has been associated with the 
United Grain Growers, as secretary 
since:{t was organized, and was also 
the first secretary of ‘the U.F.A., a 
position he resigned several years 
ago, when the work became too 
great for one man to handle both 
positions. He was also secretary of 
the association of municipalities. 


Ghicago Seed Grain Exhibit 

The Department of Agriculture, and 
the Faculty of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, have arranged to 
have an exhibit of Alberta seed 
grain shown at the Chicago Inter- 
national Expositipn which will be 
held December 2nd to 9th. 

The grains for exhibit will be col- 
lected at three points in the prov- 
Vince, and those desiring to enter 
should send their grain to one of the 


following: Prof. Gutler, Faculty af 
Agriculture, University of Alberta, 
Edmonton; G. M. Stewart, Dominion 


Seed Branch, Calgary, or Don Bark, 
C.P.R. Irrigation, Brooks. The grains 
will be examined and selections made 
of those best fitted to enter the 
competitions. Parties sending grain 
to the above addresses should also 
write to Prof. Cutler advising him of 
the classes In which they desire to 
have their exhibit entered. 

The shipment of the selected grain 
to Chicago, the passing of the U. §S. 
Customs, and the placing of the exhi- 
bits at the show will be looked after, 
andthe Department of Agriculture will 
pay the express charges to Chicago.
